Heavy  metals 
arc  the  contaminants  of  concern. 


We  are  seeking  RSC  members  who  can  deploy  to  help 
with  the  Ani  mas  River  Spill.  The  roles  for  R7  staff  would  include  sampling  private  water  supply

looking  for  up  to  1 0 people  to  deploy  to  the  town  of  Farmington,  New  Mexico  for  a 2 week 

rotation.
